In ‘the United ‘States of Amorica the state is 


individual isaservantof thestate. In America 
a number of individuals combine for a certain 
purpose, achieve their purpose. and tho state 
confirms or Jegaliscs their action. In Russia 
it js the state that-initiates, the stale that 
achieves, and the state that looks to the 
public for approbation. It is the state 
that leads, guides and pushes the public in 
the way it intonds they should take. _ Tle state’ 
is nol only the greatest landowaer, bat is the 
‘greatest trader, and the greatest railway con- 

tractor in the world. It works over 20,000 miles 
of railway, and besides alministoring the. vari- 
ous manufacturing and other departments in- 
cidental to governing a modern state, itis more 
or lesa directly responsible for every enterprise 
undertaken within its territories. “It wgulates 
the hours of labour and oven adjusts the scale of 
wages; by altering imposts it affeots the prices 
of commodities and‘ manufactured gods. So 
far reaching is the hand of the state that there 
seoms little for the individual to do apart from 


it, consquently nearly all the best men are in |. 


the employ of the state, In one word the Rus- 
sian State isa gigantic “trust,” endeavouring to 
regulate its maltitudinons businesses ina way 


that will return the largest profit. How it is |- 


grappling. with ‘various social problems, and in 
what manner its action is affecting theintoresta 
of different classes of subject, the student of 
Sociology may, know. It is enough that. its 
methods are different to those of the American 
Republic and bear no close resemblance to, any 
of the means employed by Eurozesn states to 
achieve pre-eminence.
